ESPERANTO AND THE WAR. 


The Ninth British Esperanto Congress, held at York at Whitsuntide this 
year (1916), serves as a reminder that the international language continues 
to flourish even under the stress of war conditions. A few interesting facts in 
illustration of this are set out below. 

THE ESPERANTO PRESS. 

Some of the less important Esperanto organs in various countries have 
had to suspend publication during the war, but most of the chief national 
journals have continued to appear. Among these mav be mentioned the 
British Plsperantist and Esperanto Monthly, the Russian Ondo dc Esperanlc, 
the Monde Esperaniiste (France), the Dutch Holanda Pioniro, the Hungarian 
Verda Siandardo, the German a Esperantisto (Germany], the Espero 

(Switzerland), and the national journals of the United States, Japan and 
Brazil. Similar gazettes are appearing also in Sweden and Norway, Italy, 
Spain, and China, and in France a special Bulletin d'lnforfnation is being 
circulated to give news of Esperanto during the war. 

The interaationaJ journal Esperanto, the organ of the Universal Esperanto 
Association (‘'U.E.A.'’), also coiitinnea to be issued regularly. Being published 
in Switzerland and edited by a Swiss Esperantist, this journal, which is printed 
entirely in Esperanto, has been able to preserve a strict neutrality as regards 
the war and afiairs in general, and to serve the interests of its readers and the 
members of the Association without regard to their nationality. 

THE U.E.A.’* 

This is a neutral international Association founded in 1908. with head¬ 
quarters at Geneva, for the assistance of Esperantists in connection with 
commerce, touring, and other matters of a practical kind. During the war 
it has been extremely active in various w»ays, notably in arranging (through 
its offices in Geneva) for the transmission oi letters between civilians in bel¬ 
ligerent countries and their relatives and friends abroad, in cases where direct 
postal communication is suspended. The assistance given in this way has 
extended far beyond the actual member? of the Association, and has been 
given to Esperantists and non-Esperantists alike. The local delegates of the 
Association (now numbering some 1,150, in about 40 countries) have also 
continued to perform their duties as far aa possible, and have naturally had a 
large number of services to render in connection with circumstances arising 
out of the war. Both the general progress of the Association and its special 
activity in war time are illustrated by the following figures showing the items 
of correspondence dealt with at the chief office in Geneva:—In 1910 23 940 ' 
in 1911, 34,355 ; in 1913, 39,688 ; in 1915, 97.415. 

MILITARY AND NAVAL ESPERANTIST8. 

A large number of Esperantists are serving in the various belligerent 
Armies and Navies, and many others have been taken prisoners or have lost 
their lives—these last including, it may be added, tlie late President of the 
British Esperanto Association (Captain H. Bolingbroke Mu die), who was 
killed in France on January 6, 1916. Many of these men have given interest¬ 
ing accounts of the propaganda they have been carnnng on "in the trenches,*' 
and of conversations in Espeianto with enemy prisoners or with Esperantists 
among the enemy on occasions when they have themselves been captured. 

ESPERANTO IN THE INTERNMENT CAMPS. 

A la^e amount of propaganda is being carried on by Esperantists among 
both military and civilian prisoners in the belligerent countries and in Holland, 
and numerous special claves and groups have been form^. The national 



Esperanto Associations are continually receiving requests for literature for 
this purpose, and many of the students have appealed for correspondents 
through the columns of the Esperanto gazettes, It is interesting to note that 
in some cases Flemish and Frcnch-speakmg Belgians are now for the first 
time able to converse together, by means of Esperanto which they have 
leamt in these camp classes. 

WAR NEWS IN ESfERANTO. 

The established position of Esperanto and its utility as a means of dis¬ 
seminating facts and opinions throughout the world is well exemplified by the 
action taken in several quarters in connection with the literature of the war. 
In this direction considerable enterprise has been shown in Germany, from 
which country* leaflets and pamphlets setting forth German war news and 
German arguments in Esperanto have been continually sent out to Esperanto 
Societies. “U.E.A.’' delegates, etc., in neutral countries. Some action of a 
similar kind has been taken in Great Britain, whilst a Committee of French 
EsperantLsts have also issued a number of pamphlets giving the Allies’ point 
of view and combating German assertions. 

(Some EsperantLsts in various countries have deplored, perhaps not 
unnaturally, the use of the international language for controversy of this kind. 
The use of Esperanto, as of any other language, is however free to all, and the 
historic “Declararion" adopted at the First International Congress, held at 
Boulogne in 1905, is very clear upon this point, as will be seen by the foUo%ving 
quotations :— 

“Any one who so desires can publish in or about this language any 
sort of works he likes, and use the language for any possible ends." 

"Esperanto has no personal law giver and depends on no particular 

person. The name Esperantist is given to everyone who 

knows and uses the language, no matter for what purposes he employs it.") 

ESPERANTO CONGRESSES. 

The Tenth International Congress, which was arranged to take place in 
Paris in August, 1914, was stopped by the outbreak ot war ; but it is important 
to mention that the unprecedented number of 3,600 Esperantists. from some 
35 different countries, had already been enrolled as members. Most of these 
intended to be present, and tlie gathering would undoubtedly have been the 
most brilliant of all the Congresses so far held. In 1915 it was necessary to 
abandon the idea of holding the Eleventh Congress at Edinburgh, and a 
compromise was elfected by arranging that a Congress which the American 
Esperantists had planned in connection with the San Francisco Exhibition 
should assume international importance, and rank as the Eleventh Congress, 
As it is clearly impracticable to hold any large international gathering 
till after the war, students of Esperanto should lose no opportunity of attend¬ 
ing national Congresses and other meetings where they can hear and use the 
language. Thor should also subscribe to one or more of the national or 
international Esperanto gazettes, and thus keep up their active interest in 
the movement. 

PUBLIC SUPPORT OF ESPERANTO. 

Esperanto has already received the active support of many Government 
Departments, Chambers of Commerce, and other important bodies throughout 
the world. Among tlicse may be mentioned the British Post Office, which 
recognises Esperanto as a "modem European language" for telegraphic 
purposes, and the British Board of Education, which sanctions and subsidises 
it as a subject in evening schools and technical institution.s. Under tliis 
latter arrangement classes are annually held in a number of centres in London 
and throughout Great liritain, in accordance with local requirements and sub¬ 
ject to the approval of the Education Authorities concerned.

ESPERANTO AFTER THE WAR. 

It is clear that after the war the need for encouraging this neutral inter¬ 
national language will be very keenly felt. For example, the relations between 
the allied nations as a whole, or between any two of them, such as Britain and 
France, can never attain their full scope and ethcacy so long as personal 
intercourse is hampered by the language difficulty. The fact that interpreters 
are needed at the frequent conferences which take place in connection with 
the war between Allied Ministers of State and other influential personages, 
often confessedly unable to speak one another's languages, is a clear illustration 
of the existing chaos. In tMs respect the modern world is, in fact, behind the 
Middle Ages, when a sort of ccnversational Latin often provided a direct 
means of communication. 

Again, whatever relations for business or otherwise become necessary or 
desirable after the war with the present enemies of Britain, it will obviously be 
better to use a neutral language, whene\’er possible, rather than to accentuate 
existing differences by employing any of the national tongues, with their 
attendant “atmosphere” and associations. This will be the easier from the 
fact that the Esperanto movement is already well established both in Germany 
and in the polyglot Austro-Hungarian Empire. 

WHY ESPERANTO IS EASY TO LEARN. 

One of the qualiticvs which have ensured the success of Esperanto is the 
extreme facility with which it can be learnt. There are no exceptions to any 
of the rules ; the pronuncietion is ver>’ easy, and the spelling is phonetic. All 
verbs are conjugated alike, in the simplest possible manner, and the number 
of root-words to be learnt is comparatively small, other woi*ds being derived 
from these, as required, by means of prefixes and suffixes. 

The fundamental grammar of Esperanto can be summarised in sixteen 
short rules, and the entire construction and use of the language explained in 
a small text-book. There is very* little syntax, and the sole requirements for 
correct speech and writing are grammatical and verbal accuracy combined 
with common sense. As a result of these conditions there are no “national 
varieties” of Esperanto, as has sometimes been supposed by ignorant critics 
of the language ; and the fact that Esperantists of all nationalities conform 
so readily to the international standard proves in a striking manner the 
practical qualities of the auxiliary tongue. 

HOW TO GET IN TOUCH WITH THE MOVEMENT. 

In the absence of Esperantist friends or acquaintances (who will always 
be delighted to be of use) intending students should apply to the Secretary of 
the British Esperanto Association, who will suggest suitable text-books, etc., 
and will also be prepared to furnish the names of group-secretaries and other 
Esperantists, when possible, to anyone desirous of meeting fellow-students.

'.[ho organisers of our Ninth Congress had special 
and unexpected difficulties to face in their labours for 
our contentment, but in spite of them ail they were 
able to prepare for us one of the most successful and 
agreeable of these annual meetings. As announced in 
the June number of 'Fhe British Esperantist, the 
Congress arrangements were complete by the end of 
May ; then came the Government announcement post¬ 
poning the usnai Bank Holiday, and ii was at once 
very doubtful whether the Congress could occur at all. 
But nothing daunted, the energetic honorary secretary 
in York, Mr. W. F. Lawrence, fortified by the desire 
of the Lord Mayor that there should be no postpone¬ 
ment, immodiatclv made a special journey to London 
to discuss the matter with the B E.A. officials. Al¬ 
though it was evident that the Government prohibition 
of the holiday would make it very difficult for many 
to attend, it was eventually decided to carry out the 
arrangements made, and everv intending member of 
Congres.s was immediately so informed. The wsdom 
of that decision is manifest w’hcn one learns that out 
of the 230 persons who had applied for Congress cards 
only 43 w’ere unable to be present. 

But perhaps the worst difficulty with which the 
Congress had to contend was the weather, which cer^ 
tainiy w^as no favourable to us on this occasion. 


Although Its date was later in the year than that of 
any previous congress, the temperature could hardly 
have been less sumnu-r-like or more thoroughly dis¬ 
agreeable. It totally prevented the outdoor propa¬ 
ganda meeting, which was to ha\'c been held at the 
Knavcsmirc. Comfortable fires at the liotels and 
akceptejo. and overcoats or wrap-^ at the meetings and 
concerts was thi' order of the day. Nevertheless tin; 
CeesHutoj seemeil thoroughly to enjoy the Congress, 
and some good propaganda work was done in the 
work meetings. 

Saturday, June- 10 . 

Arrival. 

The Akceptejo (reception roonn wa.'; one of tlie 
committee rooms of the Guildhall, .so kindly placed at 
the disposal of the E.sperantist.s by the Lord Mayor 
and Corporation of York. 'I'o this rallying point ail 
the Congress members went immediately on arrival to 
register their names and recei^'e the usual Congres.s 
button. 

The majority arrived ()n Saturday morning, and 
very pleasant were the meetings of old friends and the 
recognitions of newer ones previously only known by 
name. After lunch all assembled at the south door 
of the Minster for the inevitable group photograph. 
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The weather just then was in one of its worst moofls, 
and owing to the torrents of rain it was long before the 
official i>liotograph or succeeded in obtaining a satis¬ 
factory grouping. However, the final result is good, 
and copies of the photograph found a readv sale in the 
Akceptejo. Unfortunately, many Congressists did not 
arrive till the evening, and some onlv on the follow’ing 
days, so that the photogi-aph by no means shows the 
total hongresanaro. 

Cjvic Keception. 

At 5 o’clock Alderman J. B. Jxglis, President of the 
\ork Esperanto Societv. received the guest.« in the 
State Koom of the Mansion House, in the unavoidable 
absence, owing totlic death of the Lord Mayor’s father, 
of the Lord Mayor and Lady Mayoress (Alderman W. 
A. and Mrs. Forster 'iodd). Afternoon tea, provided 
by the committee of the local society, having been 
.served, the member.s of Congress were formally wel¬ 
comed. 

Alderman Inclis said he regretted the circumstances 
under which he had to lake it upon himself to offer 
the delegates a most cordial welcome. He was sure 
they would be amongst the first to forget their own 
tlisappointment, and extend most heartfelt .sympathy 
to the Lord Mayor. In the names of the Lord Mayor 
and Lady Mayoress of York he gave them a hearty 
welcome, and hoped that ere the Congress closed the 
Lorfl Mayor would find an opportunity to atldress them 
in person. Continuing, he said he hoped the Congress 
would be successful, and that during thcir stay in the 
ancient city of York the delegates would have a very 
gfjod and h'apiry time, rhe fact that a city with annals 
that went so far back as did those of York should 
l)ecome associated in a time of turmoil like the present 
with something so new as liisporanlo was almost too 
strange lor realisation. Ho was sorry he was not suffi¬ 
ciently conversant with the language to l)e able to 
addrcs.s those present in it. but he know enough of it 
to be aware tliat it was a language whose purpose was 
to try and bring the nations of the world together. 
Us purport was derided by many people. l)iit he felt 
certain tliai when tlie present awful war was over 
Esperanto would make more rapid progress than it 
had ever done in the ])ast. Universality of tongue 
would bring about a wider and deeper sense of indi¬ 
vidual interdependency, an<! for that reason Esperanto 
had his most hearty support. 

Lieut.-Colonel John Pollen, C.I.E., LL.D., 
thanked the Lord Mayor on behalf of the delegates for 
the kindly welcome he had offered them through Aider- 
man Ingiis. The Lord Mayor saw him (the speaker) 
soon after he had heard of the passing away of his 
revered father, and expressed to him the great sorrow 
and disappointment he would feel at not being able 
to meet and personally welcome the delegates that day. 
On behalf of the Esperantists he had assured the Lord 
Mayor of their great sympathv in his sad loss. It was 
interesting to know that men'in all parts of the world 
were ardently advocating the universality of a simple 
language like that for which Esperanto stood. In the 
cour.se of an article which he had recently contributed 
to a London newspaper Mr. H. G. \\'clls'had pointed 
out that the world was in need of a “ lingua franca," 
and had said that one great necessity, if beneath the 
alliances of the present war there was to grow up a 
system of enduring understandings that would lead to 
the peace of the world, was that Western peoples would 
need to know more of the Russian language and life 
than was the case at present. His great idea appeared 
to be that we should all learn Russian. Mr. Wells 
was convinced that onlv a very small number of 


English-speaking people were going to master Russian 
under the existing conditions of instruction. Esper¬ 
antists, however, knew the rot'al road, and they were 
aware that the best way to master Latin, and also 
far the best medium for learning Russian, was a study 
of the simple, easy, and clear mode of expression 
afforded by Esperanto. By means of Esperanto it 
could safely be .said that there were more people 
capable of corresponding and conversing with Russians, 
so far as this country was concerned, than there were 
of those w'ho could do these things by means of the 
J?ussian language. On behalf of those present he 
1 hanked Alderman Ingiis for his kindly words of 
welcome. 

Mr. J. M. Wari>en, the President-elect, said he had 
to .speak of the future, but he must first of all tender 
thanks to the Lord Mayor and Corporation of York 
for having place{l the Guildhall of an historic city at 
their disposal for the Congress. The future was indeed 
an unknown quantity, and one could only guess as to 
what was likely to l.appen. To them as Esperantists 
it must be evident that the terrible war in which our 
country was engaged Itad opened the eyes of the nations 
to the great obstacles that exist with regard to the 
free intercommunication between countries, and he felt 
certain that after tire War was over there would be 
more opportunities for Esperanto to prove of the 
greatest service to mankind. Even in time of war they 
ought to be preparing and paving the way for making 
full use of those opportunities when they arose, and 
he need offer no further excuse for Esperantists being 
desirous of holding their annual business meeting and 
conference at a time when many others had been 
requested to forego holidays altogether than to put 
forward the honest plea that they believed they were 
performing a great service to The nation and helping 
it in a forward movement by assembling in Congress 

Mr. W. F. Lawrence (hon. secretary) remarked 
that that Congrc.ss ^vouId certainly be a great example 
ol the meeting of two extremes, for it would assuredly 
prove a connecting link between Constantine and 
JCsperanto. 

The guests then inspected the civic plate, under 
the leadership of Mr. Hopkins, the butler. 

In the. evening an excellent concert took place in the 
fine Cfuildhall. Col. Pollen presided, and introduced 
the performers in his usual kindly way. All the items 
of a long and interesting programme were much en¬ 
joyed, but for lack ol space we can only mention that 
the audience specially seemed to appreciate the recita¬ 
tions and songs of our Belgian friends, Misses I. 
Vermenden, M, Walrof, and Mr. A. Vander\'elde, the 
glees of the Calvert Quartette (of York), the masterly 
haip solos of Mr. M. C. Butler (of London), and last, 
but not lea.st, the clever and veiy amusing comic songs 
ol Mr. F. Holmes (of York). 

Suf^day. June ii. 

Divine Service in Esperanto. 

This service took place at 10.45 in the ancient 
church of Holy Trinity, Goodramgatc, and was very 
well attended. As usual, the v-’hole of the service was 
in Esperanto. The preacher, the Rev. T. R. Butler, 
of Kingston-on-Thames, took for his text Acts II., ii. 
" N*i aŭdas ilin paroli en niaj lingvoj la mirindajojn 
de Dio.” The sermon, delivered in excellent Esper¬ 
anto, was interesting ; unfortunately we have only 
room to quote a small portion. Speaking of the Gift 
of Tongues at Pentecost, the preacher said :—‘‘ Rimarku 
la miraklecon de la parolado. La apostoloj parolis en 
diversaj lingvoj. ‘ Jen ' (diris tiu ci miksita kimveno 
de la popoiamaso). ‘ ĉu ne estas Galileanoj ĉiuj ĉi 
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parolantoj ? luamaniere do ni aŭdas, ĉiu en sia 
diahkto. en kin ni estas naskitaj ? Xi aŭdas ilin paroli 
en niaj lingvoj la mirindajojn de Dio.’ Tiu ci parolado 
al homoj de diversaj lingvoj estas granda miraklo. 
(ji cstis ja pli granda faro ol la resanigaj mirakloj 
faritaj de Kristo, laŭ ties vorto pri fidela disciplo. 
'Li faros pli gramlajn farojn ol tiuj, car mi iras al 
la Patro.’ Ĝi koinpreneble niemorigas nin pri la 
miraklo. kiun la Eternulo faris, kiam li ‘ konfur.is la 
iingvon de la tutc tero, ’ car (je la Pentekosta tago) 
kontraŭe, li forprenas la konfiizon, donants al la apos- 
toloj la povon paroli lingvoj n per la Sankta Spirito. 
Xu. kiel estas rilate al ni ? En tiuj ĉi lagoj Dio 
favoras la tcron denove. donantc al la eklezio la povon, 
se ŝi uzos gin, prediki la Evangelion cie per la internacia 
lingvo. Tiu ne estas mirakla, sed ĝis la lasta tempo 
ĝi estis necbla. Ĝi estas tial vcre mirindajo, Ci estas 
la verko de saga, malfiera judo. Jen la sankta vorto 
de Dio, ‘ En la koron de ciu kompetentulo mi cnmetis 
saĝon.’ Jam la Malnova Testamento, tradukila de 
li el la originalo en Esperanton, estas preta por el- 
donigi, sed Satano dumtempe malhelpas la aferon. 
Monlru, miaj karaj amikoj, ke vi kredas, ke la Biblio 
estas vcre la \\-irto de Dio; nur ticl ĝi povos esti 
bono al vi kaj al aliaj. Dum vi manpremas la naciojn 
de la tero. konduku ilin cl maJlumo on lumon. ‘ t’^ia 
vorto estas lumilo por mia piedo kaj lumo por mia 
vojo,’ alie vi mem osto.s, kaj restos cn mallumo.”

At 12.30 there was a meeting of the Brita Lego de 
Esperantaj Socialistoj in the Guildhall, Miss Helen 
Fryer presiding, when the internal affairs of the league 
were discussed. 

Owing to the very wet weather in the afternoon 
the proposed propaganda meeting on the Knavesmire 
had to be abandoned, but a number of our propa- 
gandeniuloj, among them Messrs. Edmunds and Butler, 
made good use of the time by inviting the passers-by 
into the shelter of the Guildhall archway, and there 
holding forth upon the advantages of a knowledge of 
Esperanto, each speaker dealing with a different point 
of view. A large number of propaganditoj were 
distributed. 

A religious meeting of the Society of Friends took 
])lace in tlie Guildhall at 5 .. 15 , at which some 25 people 
were present. This occurrence was of special interest, 
as it was the first Quaker meeting that has ever l)ccn 
held in Esperanto. 

In the evening, beginning at there was an 

informal social meetin.g in the Guildhall—a short but 
very enjoyable affair. There was no programme, hut 
at the call of Col. Pollen, who pre.sided, various people 
of talent in different ways came forward to entertain 
us. A piano solo by Dr. Van dcr Biest (Antwerp) was 
the opening item, then Mr. Cedric Wliitc (Glasgow) 
gave one of his humorous recitations, and M Vander- 
veldc (Antwerp) recited "La Soldato," a translation 
of Kupert Brooke’s well-known sonnet, and sang a 
Flemish patriotic song in Esperanto. Miss I. Ver- 
meulen (Antwerp) was delightful in a humorous reci¬ 
tation, "St. Catherine," and Miss Cotton (York) re¬ 
ceived great applause for her spirited recitation of the 
quaintly humorous “ If you don't watch out' ’’ Other 
performers were Mr. M. C. Butler (London) with two 
pieces on the harp. Col. Pollen, with recitation " Cu 
esti au ne esti ? " from Hamlet, Mr. Relf (Teddington) 
with brilliantly.played piano solo, Chopin’s Etude in 
A flat, Mr. Harvey (Edinburgh) with song. " Kara 
Lando de Esperanto." The recitation of Mrs. Apple- 
baum, " Kiu estas la vivo ? ” was much appreciated. 

At the conclusion ]')r. Fournier D’Alhc gave a short 


description in Esperanto of his recent invention, the 
Eleklra Okulo, an electrical apparatus which enables 
the blind to see by means of the hearing.

A nnual Report.- The Annual Report for the year 1015 
was carried unanimously. Dr. Pollen called special atten¬ 
tion to the paragraphs'relating to Captain H. B. Mudie, 
and read the " In Memoriam ’’ sonnets in the June 
Esperanto Monthly, after which the whole meeting 
honoured the memory of the late President by rising 
from their seats. 

Balance Sheei.—Mv. Applebaum raised the point 
that the Esperanto Monthly declined to insert reports 
of the doings of the Federations, and strongly urged 
that such reports should be accepted as heretofore. 

Mr. Page replied that the British Esperantist was 
the right jilace for reports, which he felt obliged though 
unwillingly to refuse, from lack of space. 

It was proposed by Mr. Thistlethwaile, seconded by 
Mr. W. W. Adamson, and unanimously carried, that 
the Balance Sheet be approved. 

.4uditors.~Jt was propo.sed by Mr. Boutwood. 
seconded by Mr. Ihomas Smith, and carried unani¬ 
mously. that Messrs. Charles Comins & Co., of London, 
be thanked for their work as hon. auditors in the past 
year, and asked to continue their services for tlie coining 
year. 

Telegram to the Duke of Connaught .—It was proposed 
by Dr. P«il}en, and seconded by Mr, Y'arden. that a 
telegram of salutation, with suitable reference to 
Esperanto, be .sent to the Duke of Connaught, Dr. 
Pollen kindly undertook to sec to this, and sent tlie 
following mc.ssagc 

Ninth British Congress of Esperanto a.ssemblcd at 
York heartily thanks your Royal Highness f<;r gracious 
patronage, hoping that Esperanto will prove a valuable 
means of intercommunication between tlic num<rou.s 
Allied nationalities.'' 

Guarantee Fund. 1910 .-Mr. Cliatlerton spoke on 
the present financial situation, and explained for tlie 
Iiencfit of newcomers the origin and working of the 
Guarantee Fund. He stated that /^,315 had already 
been guaranteed for the present %’car, and'that a further 
guarantee of ^685 was necessary to make the guarantees 
operative. Y’ith characteristic Esperantist generosity, 
the meeting responded promptly to liis appeal, and in 
a few minutes the sum guaranteed for 1916 stood at 
* Mr. K. D. H. Dubash sent a telegram, in 
which he said that though he disapproved of the 
-system of guarantees, he had pleasure in promising a 
donation of ;^to.

Mr. Warden thanked the members for the honour of 
his election, brietly reviewed the past history of the 
Association, cxpre.ssed his hopes for the future, and 
appealed for the hearty support of every member. 

Memorial to the British and Russian Ambassadors.— 
Di'- Andrew Scongal proposed, on behalf of the Edin¬ 
burgh Esperanto Society, and Mr. Applcbaum seconded, 

' ‘ That this meeting of the British Esp>eranto 
Association, believing that the use of Esperanto 
is one of the most rapid and efficient means of 
facilitating the development of good relations, 
commercial and otherwise, betw’ecn Great 
Britain and l^ussia, re,solves to memorialise the 
Uussian AmlKissador in London and the Britisli 
.Ambassador in Petrograd on the subject, respect- 
fullv urging them to use Ihcir influence for the 
encouragement of the spread of the knowledge 
of the language.” 

The motion was sripported bv Dr. Pollen and Mr. 

Thomas Smith, and canied unaniinoush-.

Col. Robinson urg(?d that the delegates ol the IMC.A. 
in Russia and Britain shouhl be asked to supplement 
this action by writing in a similar sense to their own 
national .Ambassador. 

Memorial to (he Prime Minister, etc. —It was proposed 
by Miss C. G- Taylor (for the Coventry Group), and 
soconde<l by Mr. Page : — 

” That the Prime Minister having announced in 
the House of Commons (Mav iot6 ) that the 
(70\'ernmcnt were instituting enquiries into the 
whole ijuestion t>f etlucation after the War, this 
Congress is ol the opinion that in any new 
educational scheme more prominence .should be 
given to Esperanto, as an effective and adaptable 
auxiliary language for all countries, and a proved 
means of international communication ; and 
that a memorial be addressed to the Prime 


Minister in support of this resolution." 

Thi.s was carried unanimously, and it was decided 
to send a copy to the Prime Minister, the Board of 
Education, the Scottish Education Department, and 
the Board of National Education for Ireland. 

A similar resolution liad been received from Capt. 
Barlow, of Hastings. 

Monster Petition .—A letter was discussed from Miss 
Watson, of Hastings, in which she advocated the sending 
of a widely signed petition to the Board of Education, 
urging the teaching of Esperanto in the schools. The 
proposal was favourably received, and remitted to the 
Council Meeting for consideration and action. 


Place of next Annual General Meeting. —Mr. C. H. 
Edmonds and (in writing) Mr. Bernard Long proposed 
iinofficiallv that the next Annual General Meeting 
should be held in London. The suggestion was well 
received, but it was decided to await other invitations, 
and consider the whole question (as usual) in October. 

Dale of Annual General Meeting. —The Rev. A. L. 
Cuiry pointed out that Whitsuntide was an almost 
impossible date for the clergv, and asked that this 
might be borne in mind when future arrangements were 
under discussion. 

Mi 4 die Memorial Fund.—Dr. Pollen reported that the 
Mudie Memorial Committee had correspouded and met, 
and had decided to advise the General Meeting to 
establish a ” Mudie Memorial Fund,” to be devoted to

This was approved, and the ('ouneil was asked to 
appoint a Trust Committee to raise funds for IhU 
purpose.

They were conducted over the palace, private 
chapel, and park, and the butler afterwards explained 
that the Archbishop had intended to address them him¬ 
self, but had been unexpectedly called away that 
morning to Oxford. Though not raining, the weather 
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was dull Hi)d cold, so that manv of llie excursionists 
preferred to walk back to York. 

At 5 o’clock all took lea tog^ether in the Ebor Hall— 
one of the pleasantest of the Congress reunions. 

In the evening a concert, to which the general public 
were invited, was commenced at 7.30 in the Guildhall. 
The new B.E.A. president, Mr. J. M. Warden, presided. 
There was a lai'ge and appreciative audience, 
Mr. E. F. Relf (Teddinglon) opened with a finely 
played pianoforte solo—Arabesque of Scluimann. The 
Calvert Singers, Messrs. Robinson, Calvert, Holmes 
and Hodges (York) sang “ Welcome, Brothers ! Wel¬ 
come ! ” Miss E. B. Gregory (Loetls) sang most 
pleasingly ‘'.A Little Grey Home in the West” in 
Ksperanto. Then followed the “Waterloo” of Victor 
Hugo, translaicd into Esperanto by .M. A. Vandervelde. 
recited with much charm and .spirit by Miss 1. Vermeulen 
(.Antwerp), Them Mi'. F. Holmes (one of the Calvert 
Singer.s) gave a very humorous song, “The Ideal 
Home,” and as an encore Harrison Hill’.s “Esperanto,” 
tlte audience joining in the chorus. Mr. T. Hodgson 
(York) sang “ In Old Madrid.” and Mis.s Walrof 
(.Antwerp) sang in Esperanto and in French. The harp 
solo.s of ,Mr. M. C. Butler were as ever a source of great 
delight to ilie audience, attd were rapturously applauded.

WHS finely rendered by Messrs. Calvert and Hodgson. 
At this stage Colonel Pollen, introduced to the non- 
EsperatiUst.s present by Alderman Inglis, made att 
excellent short propaganda speech on the International 
Language and its uses. Here followed the chief item 
of tlte evening, a dramatic sketch specially written for 
the York Congress by M. A. A'atidervelde, entitled 
“ Devo de Rego ” (A King’s Duty). The idea running 
through the sketch is that before peace can be brought 
about militarism must be fought to the end. (A sketch 
Ns’ith the same title was acted in .Antwerp in the Inter¬ 
national Congress tliere by the members of the 
Antverpena Geaktoro A'lubo, of which iM. Vandervelde is 
llie secretary). The King was acted by M. A’andcrvelde, 
the Queen by Miss 1. Vermeulen, and the Fairy of Peace 
by Mis.s M. VValrof. All the actors showed real dramatic 
talent and pleased the audience so greatly that pari of 
the sketch had to be repeated. Several more songs and 
recitations by the friends already mentioned brought a 
very enjoyable evening to a close, but not before Mr. 
^Varden had expressed on behalf of all their keen sense 
of gratitude and thanks to the capable organisers of the 
Congress—the York Esperanto Society—and especially 
to its secretary, Mr. \V. l-‘.
